Joseph Osborn, also employed at 
the Davis garage in Clarksburg, spent 
the night in jail here, but was re­ 
eased along with Jerry Foley of this 
city. 
The police found th a t neither 
of these two knew anything of this 
particular robbery or any other rob­ 
bery involving an automobile. 
At 
one time a total of seven men were 
in jail at the different points. 
W ith the recovery of the stolen 
car yesterday near Greensburg, the 
net gradually 
tightened and before 
night Roy Davis, who is alleged to 
have taken the car from Cottage 
Grove was caught by Sheriff P ost of 
Union county, and together with his 
fath er was taken to Liberty. 
The 
entire Davis fam ily was soon under 
arrest, with the exception of a broth 
er in Anderson, who has not yet been 
located.

and is 
sung to the air of Tipperary; 
the 
other, entitled “ Neighborhood,” 
is 
sung to the air of 
Die 
Wacht am 
Rhein. The others are: “ The Fellow­ 
ship of Folks”— a song 
of Neigh­ 
borhood, sung to the air of “Drink 
to me Only with Thine Eyes” 
or 
“Auld Lang 
Syne;” 
“Heart 
and 
Hand," and 
“ This Good 
Common 
Ground.” 


These 
songs all 
emphasize 
the 
significance of the sehool-house 
as 
the common meeting place. 
In the 
words of one of them: 
“ We’ll strike 
that fine 
old 
chord 
again— 


“ A song of Neighborhood.” 
All five songs were written by E. 
J. Ward, specialist 
in 
Community 
Organization of the Bureau of Edu­ 
cation. 
They 
are 
unusually 
well 
adapted to the communal singing 
that has become so popular a fea­ 


ture of the neighborhood meetings 
in the schoolhouse. 
It was with re­ 
gard to this communal singing that 
Dr. Samuel M<*Chord Crothers, at a 
general neighborhood gathering in a 
schoolhouse community center, said: 


“You have found a substitute 
for 
war. 
The military fellows say that 
it takes a war to make people really 
feel together—to KNOW that a com­ 
mon interest, 
to 
OWN 
a common 
country. 
“ And how do they prove it? 


“ They tell us that from ’61 to ’65 
we were a singing nation; and that’s 
true. Those were the days we learn­ 
ed ‘Tenting 
Tonight,’ 
‘Mine 
Eyes 
Have Seen the Glory,’ ‘Maryland, My 
Maryland,’ ‘Tramp, Tramp, Tramp,’ 
‘When 
Johnnie 
Comes 
Marching 
Home.’ 
We learned them then and 
we sang them then. 
Since then we 
have just been ‘warming over’ 
the 
words. 
I was a boy in those days 
I heard it, and I never expected 
to 
hear that note again. 
“ But I have 
heard 
it again. 
I 
have heard 
it here 
tonight. 
You 
sang in that spirit. 
“What does it mean? 
“ It means that 
down underneath 
you have been gripped by that same 
throbbong common reality—not lim­ 
ited by any fear or 
hate this time. 
You KNOW a common interest. You 
OWN

country.

proved it for you’ve 
sung 
in that 
spirit.”

article about the new army bill for 
the Muneie Star. 
Although 
past 
ninety years of age, 
Mr. 
Cowing 
keeps apace with the 
times 
and 
writes 
articles 
frequently 
about 
timely topics. 
His contribution on 
the army measure follows: 
Congress 
proposes a new army 
bill which in the opinion of our able 
and patriotic men who 
lead 
our 
army, is wholly inadequate to our 
defense, but would invite invasion 
by its weakness. 
Why not follow 
the example of the rulers of Europe, 
who have their ablest generals to 
determine their best policy in mili­ 
tary m atters? 
It is more than three 
years since the present administra­ 
tion assumed the reins of govern­ 
ment. 
Congress alone can give life 
to the army and navy because it 
alone can vote the necessary money 
to give it action. In view of the ter­ 
rible war in Europe, why during all 
that time has not Congress 
done 
something to strengthen our 
army 
and 
and otherwise added to our 


national defense? Simply 
because 
polities lias been uppermost in that 
body, and patriotism has been sent 
to the rear. Our navy, instead of re­ 
maining even stationary in efficiency 
has greatly depreciated in 
that re­ 
spect, as when 
a new 
warship is 
launched, a crew from an old ship 
still in service lias to he taken to 
man it and the abandoned ship left 
in the hands of a few care-takers, 
and therefore a useless expense. We 
have not enough men in our navy 
to man it. 
That is the general un- 
contradicted report, not enough sup­ 
ply vessels 
and 
other 
necessary 
equipment to make our navy a per­ 
fect lighting 
machine. 
The 
flower 
of our phantom 
army— phantom in 
numbers but real in heroism, 
lias 
recently been almost lost in the great 
wilds of Mexico, leaving the remain­ 
der of our 
country 
well 
nigh de­ 
fenseless! 
We are championing the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
How can we suc­ 


cessfully champion any cause with­ 
out sufficient force behind it? 
We 
sent our fleet to Mexico to demand a 
salute for our insulted 
flag, 
which 
was refused and our ships returned 
without a salute. 
Ignorant 
Mexi­ 
cans were then told 
that 
we 
were 
cowards and wouldn’t fight, 
and it 
has since been a habit of some 
of 
them to spit on our Hag. 
Read the 
following from Leslie’s Weekly: 
“ In 1887 a Mexican soldier pur­ 
sued a 
Mexican 
girl across 
the 
border into the United States and 
dragged her back across 
the 
line. 
President Cleveland 
sent our army 
to the border with 
instructions to 
go to the city of Mexico, if neces­ 
sary and seize the man who had vio­ 
lated 
American 
territory. 
Mexico 
gave up the offending soldier. 
.He 
was sent to the peniteniary for 20 
years.” 
We would be well nigh helpless 
against invasion by any great naval 
power.

One of the present warring nations 
of ^Europe is said to possess 12,000 
cannon. We often make idols of men, 
fallible men, endow them with imag-* 
inary virtues, 
and 
then 
worship 
them. 
Secretary 
of State 
Bryan 
has 
been credited with the state- * 
ment that if Mr. Wilson needed 
a 
million of men, he need only call for 
them in the morning and they would 
be with him in the evening! 
What 
lias become of that 
willing crowd? 
It seems impossible 
by 
enlistment 
to keep up our army and navy 
to 


their full strength. A sudden peace 
between the warring nations 
might 
not benefit this country as it would 
liberate millions 
of veterans, 
with 
what results it is no$v impossible to 
predict. 
The present war is 
unlike 
any other war ever fought. 
It is a 
war of machinery 
and 
chemicals 
with men behind them 
with 
a full 
knowledge of how to use them. For 
three years our leaders have obstin­ 
ately refused to devise proper meas­ 
ures for the defense of our country. 
It requires much time for ¿> uch pre­ 
paration and our day of grace 
for 
such purpose many have 
passed, 
and now we can only wait until the 
two great 
parties 
nominate 
their 
candidates next month and then vote 
for the one wiio will promise us 
a 
system 
of 
defense. 
If 
calamity 
overtakes us, and our lands 
should 
be divided among strangers we can 
justly charge such loss to our lead­ 
ers who perferred politics to patriot­ 
ism.

spring, 
ill rough out the summer and tall, the 
young growth, and flower buds and 
stems of rose bushes are often cov - 
ered with a small green or pinkish 
plant-louse, known as the rose aphis, 
which sucks the sap from the tender 
portion of the plant and causes 
an 
unhealthy curled 
condition 
of the 
foliage and disappointment in 
the 
number and quality ot the flowers 
produced. 
The rose aphis passes the winter 
in the egg stage on the stems and 
dormant buds of the rose bushes, ac­ 
cording 
to A. D. Hopkins, 
forest 
Entomologist, U. S. Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
The 
insects 
hatching 
from these eggs reach m aturity 
in 
about 15 to 20 
days, 
all 
being 
wingless. 
They 
are 
pear-shaped 
and either bright green or pinkish in 
color. 
At this stage they begin to 
produce living young, each indivi- 
dual in course of about 
20 
d ajs 
producing 50 to 100 young, which, 
on m aturity are either 
winged 
wingless and in turn either green or 
pinkish. 
Thus the tender 
growth 
soon becomes crowded with various 
sizes, colors, and shapes of aphide 
and, to insure their progeny with 
an adequate food supply, the wing- 
ess mothers migrate to less crowdet 
growth and the winged ones fly to 
other rose bushes, each starting a 
colony for herself. 
'In 
fa\orable 
weather conditions, especially in a 
humid atmosphere, 
many 
genera­ 
tions may thus follow 
one another 
covering every hit of green vegeta­ 
tion on the hush with their bodies, 
their cast skins, honeydew, and the 
resulting 
sooty fungus. 
It 
can 
easily be seen that, had every aphis 
produced in the course of a season 
lived its full life, the progeny of a 
single overwintered egg would run

into millions. 
The presence of ants on the 
rose 
bushes is an indication 
th at 
the 
aphis is present, because the ants 
collect 
the 
honeydew 
from 
the 
aphides and, to a 
certain 
extent, 
protect the aphides from their insect 
enemies. 
As 
above 
indicated, 
the

aphis thrives best in cloudy, humid, 
warm atmosphere, hence 
with 
the

< f £ a hot and dry spell 
■they often disappear as suddenly as 
they appeared. 
Aside from a variety of causes, 
ike driving rains, winds , etc., Which 
decimate its numbers considerably, 
ffie rose aphis is attacked by other 
insects which either devour them or 
develop from eggs deposited in their 
bodies. 
Ladybirds, lacewing 
flies, 
an d the larvae of two-winged flies 
called -syrphus flies are among the 
former and a'num ber of species of 
tiny wasp-like insects represent the 
internal -parasites. 
Sometimes these 
natural agencies of control are suffi­ 
cient to keep the aphides so reduced 
in numbers that they do little or no 
harm. 
Notwithstanding the 
effect­ 
iveness of natural checks, however, 
their intermittent character unfortu 
nately renders their help often too 
late to save the flower crop. 
It is 
always 
advisable, 
therefore, 
to 
watch rose bushe s for aphides and 
to appply remedies as soon as they 
are discovered. 
Fortunately the rose aphis readily 
succumbs to artificial 
methods 
of 
control and, with the different styles 
of spray pumps on the market, there 


suffer from these insects. 
The simplest, 
mose 
commonly 
used, 
and often quite effective rem­ 
edy is to turn a fine 
but 
forceful 
tream on them by means of the 
garden hose. 
Applied often enough 
this gives satisfactory results. 
¡Solutions of fish-oil or cheaper 
rades of soap are often useful as 
a prompt remedy. 
The soap is used 
at the rate of 1 pound to 4 gallons 
of water. 
To make the 
s solution, 
have the soap into the water and 
dissolve by heating, adding enough 
water afterw ards -to make up for 
evaporation. 
The best remedy for the rose aphis 
40 per cent nicotine sulphate (a 
liquid which can be purchased in 
most seed stores) diluted at the rate 
of 1 part to-1,000 to 2,000 parts of 
water, with fish-oil soap or laundry 
soap, added at the rate of 1 pound to 
50 gallons of the spray mixture. The 
simplest way to prepare the spray 
in small quantities and secure satis­ 
factory proportions of 
the 
ingre­ 
dients is to put 1 teaspoonful of the 
nicotine sulphate in from 1 to 2 gal­ 
lons of water and then add one-half 
ounce of laundry soap. 
One spray­ 
ing is usually 100 per cent effective, 
but if the first application has not 
been thoroughly made, a second one 
may be necessary. 
In order to prevent the 
possible 
development of mildew as a result of 
frequent spraying it is advisable to 
make the applications in the early 
morning so that the spray will drv 
off the plants promptly. 
The spraying device to use 
de­ 
pends on the 
amount 
of spraying 
necessary. 
A cheap atomizer, suth 
as can be bought in any seed store, 
is quite satisfactory for small plants 
and gardens. 
Good knapsack and 
barrel pumps are available for com­ 
mercial growers.

When, new growth starts on the 


rose bushes 
in the spring, and 


throughout the summer arid fall, the 
young growth, and flower buds and 
stems of rose bushes are often cov- 
ered with a small green or pinkish 
plant-louse, known as the rose aphis, 
which sucks the sap from the tender 
portion of the plant and causes an 
unhealthy curled condition of the 
foliage arid disappointment in 
the 


number -arid quality of the flowers 
produced. 


The rose apliis passes the winter 


in the egg stage on the stems and 
dormant buds of the rose bushes, ac- 
cording to A. D. Hopkins, 
Forest 


Entomologist, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. !XThe insects hatching 
from these eggs reach maturity in 
about 15 to 20 days, 
all .being 


wingless. 
They are 
pear-shaped 


and either bright green or pmkish in 
color. 'At this stage they begin to 
produce living young, each indivi- 
dual in course of about 
20 days 


producing 50 to 100 young, which, 
on maturity are, either winged or 
wingless -arid in turn either green or 
pinkish. 
Thus 'the tender 
growth 


soon becomes crowded with various 
sizes, colors, and shapes O'f aphides, 
and, to insure their progeny with 
an adequate food supply, the wing- 
less mothers migrate to less crowded 
growth arid the winged ones fly to 
other rose bushes, each starting a 
colony for herself. 'In 
favorable 


weather conditions, especially in a 
humid atoosphere, -many 
genera- 


tions may thus follow ' one another 
covering every 'bit of green vegeta- 
tion on the Ibush with their bodies, 
their cast skins, honeydew, and the 
resulting 
sooty fungus. 
It 
can 


easily be seen that, had every aphis 
produced in the course of a season 
lived its full life, the progeny of a 
single overwintered egg would run 
into millions. 


The presence of ants on the rose 


bushes is an indication that 
the 


aphis is present, because the ants 
collect 
the -hone'ydew from 
the 


aphides and,' to a 
certain 
extent, 


protect the aphides from their insect 
enemies. 


As above - indicated, the 
rose 


aphis thrives best in cloudy, -'humid, 
warm atmosphere,; 'hence with the 
appearance <Jf a hot and dry spell 
they often disappear, as suddenly as 
they appeared. 


Aside from a variety of causes, 


like driving rains,, winds , etc.j which 
decimate its numbers considerably, 
the rose aphis is, -attacked by other 
insects which either devour them or 
develop, from eggs 'deposited in their 
bodies. Ladybirds, la'cewing 
flies, 


an d the larvae of two-winged flies 
called syrph'us flies are among the 
former and a/number of species of 
tiny wasp-like insects represent the 
internal -.parasites. 'Sometimes these 
natural agencies of control'are suffi- 
cient to keep the aphides so. reduced 
in numbers that they do little or no 
harm. Notwithstanding the 
effect- 


iveness of natural cheeks, however, 
their intermittent character unfortu- 
nately renders their help often too 
late to save the flower crop. 
It is 


always advisable, 
therefore, 
tp 


w'atdi rose bushe s for aphides and 
to "appply..remedies as soon as they 
are discovered.

used, and often quite .effective rejn- 
edy is to turn a fine but forceful 
stream on them by means of the 
garden hose. Applied often enough 
this gives satisfactory results. 


Solutions of fish-oil or cheaper 


grade's of'soap are often useful as 
a prompt remedy. The soap is used 
at the rate of 1 pound to 4 gallons 
of water. To make the 
>• solution, 


shave the soap into the water and 
dissolve by heating, adding enough 
water afterwards 4o make up"for 
evaporation. 


The best remedy for the rose aphis 


is 40 per cent nicotine sulphate (a 
liquid which can be purchased in 
most seed stores) diluted at the rate 
of 1 part to-1,000 to 2,000 parts-of 
water, •with fish-oil soap or laundry, 
soap.added at the rate of 1 pound to 
50 gallons of the spray mixture. The 
simplest way to prepare the spray 
in small quantities and secure satis- 
factory proportions of the ingre- 
dients is to put 1 teaspoonful of^he 
nicotine sulphate, in'frtrttt 1 tb 3 gal* 
Ions of water and then add one-half 
ounce of laundry soap. One spray- 
ing is usually. 100 per cent effective, 
but if the first application has not 
been .thoroughly made, a second one 
may be-necessary. 


In order to prevent the 
possible 


development of mildew as a result of 
frequent, spraying it is. advisable to 
make the applications in the early 
morning so that the spray will dey 
off the plants promptly. 


The spraying device to use 
de- 


gends on the amount of spraying 
necessary. 
A cheap atomizer, such 


as can be 'bought in any seed store, 
is quite satisfactory for small plants 
and gardens. Good knapsack and 
barrel pumps are available for com- 
mercial growers.

Mail)—Right into the baby's cradle, 
at his five -daily mejL times, reaches 
he hand of the great German gov- 
ernment, in wartime. 


It snatches his milk bottle 
from 


him, empties out half his milk and 
fills up the bottle with breakfast 
ood. 
Twice a day, when -bottle time 


,omes, this great hand keeps his bot- 
le away from him, and with a spoon 
'eeds him with apple sauce, crush- 
d ca'rrots-and seived spinach. 
Yon can't get the babies to talk 


abourit, though their mothers have 
a great deal to say on the subject. 
Jut the fact remains that the 'babies 
hrive oh their menus and that per- 
haps the taby experts of Germany 
have found a new and better way to 
fill baby stomachs. 


"Here's my little muchaeho," said 


a. Spanish lady from Germany who 
lad, as she said, "brought him out 
o get some milk." 'She displayed a 
ittle fellow of eight months. 


"In our town in Germany, if the 


doctor gives you.a certificate, you 
may have a pint of milk a day for 
'our baby. 


"The doctor works with the gov- 


rnment, you understand, 
and 
he 


makes every effort 
• to 
.persuade 


mothers to nurse their children'at 
he breast.

If he considers -that 'a mother-is 


able to do this, he will not issue a 
mlk certificate and the mother will 
not be able to purchase milk. 


'Nurses also are under govern- 


ment control and when they discover 
that a mother is able to nurse -her 
>aiby it is her duty to notify the 
"doctor to that effect and it then be- 
:omes his duty to cancel the milk 
ticket. 


"The milk that is issued is not 


enough for a baby, of course, but the 
jeientists have worked out a way of 
mixing it'with an oatmeal or wheat 
jroth. This is fed from the bottle 
three times a day. But he must have 
iood two other tunes every day and 
the scientists are busily instructing 
jhysieians and nurses, who in turn 
nstruet mothers how to cook apples, 
larrots and spinach for the babies.

Mrs. Pleas did not begin propa- 


gating peonies, until late in life. Then 
her discovery came about fay acci- 
dent. -She was a loVen of flowers 
and .owned several fine varieties .Of 
the peony. 'In walking .through the 
garden one day she "discovered a 
young plant. 
Th& young plant did 


not, however, resemble' the old plant 
very closely and she "was'• uncertain 
as,to whether it was a.peony. .She 
cultivated it and it was from this 
discovery that she originated all of 
the PJeas varieties. 


Peony propagation is very sloir 


work as a plant will not bloom until' 
it is five years old.
